DAY1 

Read Chapter 9 

Memory Verse: Jesus said to his disciples, "Tiie iiarvest is great, but tiie worl<ers are few. So pray to the 
Lord who is in charge of the harvest; asl< him to send more worl<ers into his fields." Matt. 
9.37-38 (NLT) 

Context: Now that we have completed this study of the claims made by Radical, it is time to determine if 
we are ready to make a commitment to participate in God's plan of carrying the gospel 

message to all people groups, even to the ends of the earth. This chapter calls on each 
member to consider each claim, then to make a personal commitment to join the Radical 
Experiment for one year. 

The Radical Experiment: Before considering your answers on the sheet entitled "My Radical 
Experiment," consider the five challenges below and pray first about whether this is a 

challenge you are willing to accept and then how God would have you fulfill the commitment. 
Make this a week-long project by praying for one challenge each day. 

Over the next year, you are called to commit to... 

1 . Pray for the entire world 

2. Read through the entire Word 

3. Sacrifice your money for a specific purpose 

4. Spend your time in another context 

5. Commit your life to a multiplying community

Focal Passage: Matthew 9:35-38 

Supporting Passages: 2 Cor. 4.4-6; Matt. 6.9-21 ; 2 Tim. 3.16-1 7; Mark 1 0.29-30 

Biblical Truth: When the day of judgment arrives, "...we will wish we had given more of ourselves to 

living for the day when every nation, tribe, people, and language will bow around the 
throne and sing the praises of the Savior who delights in radical obedience and God who 
deserves eternal worship." (p. 217)

Read Matt. 9.36. When Jesus saw the vast numbers of people who had no knowledge of the 
message of the kingdom of God, what was His response? Once again, look for the parallel 
between the way Jesus viewed the multitudes and the way He instructed the disciples to view 
the lost of Israel. (Compare Ezekiel 34.1-6)
